Their planting is hkewiſe remarkable,where nor 
onely the ſeveral} Cities and Townes haue large, 
faire, and pleaſantwalkes, ſer with trees after am'ex- 
a&t, artificiall, and beautifull manner, and ſo kept 
and preſcrucd with:great care and coſt (as thepri- 
vate Gardens of great Perſons with vs, or as Adore-

dome of their natures which abhorres dependency. 
To prevent this inconvenience,the charitable Srare 
1s forced, wherethe like ſuſpirion is had of want, 
co ſcarch the houſes of ſuch, and to contribute ro- 
wards their neceſſities, by a kinde offilent and cloſc 
compulſion. Yea there1s often found, that diverſe

their free benevolences, if the receivers had known

Many necetſarie Trades they haue brought in a- 
mongitvs, whereby our owne materials, and our 
men are joyntly well m_—_—_ : they haue beene 
the Inventers of many proficable Engines both for 
Peace and Warre: Travellersby Sea and Land are 
beholden co their labours ; and for the belly, they 
haue taughtvs by roots,fruir, and the Garden crop, 
co ſpare much fleſh and Corne, if we were as wiſe 
and willing to viethem as they doe. This doubt- . 
elſe is a good prevention for dearth and fſcarcitie, 
& I wouldit weremade moregenerallin our Land, 
that ſo we neednot ſpendall our fleſh within our 
ſelues,ar leaſt not borrow of others, who haue farre 
morenced of their ownethen wee. There was once
